CALGARY, City— So named in 1876 
by Colonel James Farquharson Mac- 
leod of the Royal North West Moun- 
ted Police after the ancestral estate 
of his cousins, the MacKenzies, on the 
Island of Mull, Scotland. 

CARSELAND, Village— (1910), tor- 
merly Griesbach; the name is des- 
criptive; means, river valley land, tm- 
plying rich soil. 

NOTE— Not very far from my 
home town in Scotland there is, on 
the banks of the River Fay, a district 
known as “The Carse of Gowrie”, hay- 
ing rich soil. Pronounciation of the 
name is Carse-land, not Cars-land as 
pronounced here, | can well remember 
when Emil Griesbach carried the 
mail from Strathmore to Carseland 
before there was a railway there. 

CARUSO— C.P.R. Siding, after the 
famous tenor, 

CHANCELLOR, Village— UC. P. R. 
1913. The reference is to the then 
German Chancellor, a German Settle- 
ment, 

CHEADLE, Village— (C.P.K. 1884). 
After Dr W. B. Cheadle, co-author 
with Lord Milton of “The Northwest 
Passage by Land.” 

CHESTERMERE— P. O. 
servoir, 

GROWFOOT, Village— After Crow: 
foot, head chief of the Blackfoot 
tribe, 

DALEMEAD, Village— 1914. From 
its situation in a dale, Mead, after Dr 
Ellwood Mead, an irrigation specialist 

DALROY, Village— Named about 
1907 by the Canadian Pacific Natlway 
Company after G. M. McElroy, early 
settler, with the Scottish pretix mean- 
ing dale or valley, 

DUNSHALT— Named atter A. Mc- 
Lean, who came from Dunshalt, Fife- 
shire, Scotland about 1900. 

NOTE— | have not forgotten my 
mother tongue, and I know what the 
name means “Dun”, dark brown, and 
“shalt”, pony.

(1914); descriptive of the abundance 
of grass in the district. 

HAMLET— Station (1922). After 
William Hamlet, railway employee, 
Fort William, who won the Croix de 
Guerre in the World War.

HUBALTA, Village— (1912). Name 
suggested by William Lowry, owner 
of land, who advertised it with a sign 
in the form of a wheel, the spokes re- 
presenting the railway and the hub 
the property; “Alta” as the abbrevia 
tion of Alberta. 

HUSSAR, Village— (U.P.R. 1913); 
a German colony, the man of which 


‘had served in a regiment of Hussars. 


INVERLAKE— C.P.R. Station 1910.

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WARBLE FLY 
MENACE 


WARBLE FLIES CAUSE 
ENORMOUS LOSSES 


Not only is the warble fly one of 
the worst insect pests of cattle but it 
ig a destructive enemy of the  an- 
cient Canadian art of leather making, 
Cattle hides comprise the principal 
material used in the tanning industry 
of Canada, and approximately 70 per 
cent of the cattle hides used in the 
manufacture of leather come origin- 
ally from Canadian farms, ‘The re- 
mainder has to be imported. But for 
the damage caused by warble flies to 
the hides, Canadian farmers would be 
able to supply the entire amount, 

The full extent of the losses invol- 
ved every year through warble fly 
damage is not generally recognized. 
As the result of an extensive survey 
it has been found that at the very 
minimum 50 per cent of all Canadian 
hides taken off in one year were 
damaged by open or healed grub 
holes, and on this basis Canadian 
hides were worth $700,000 less in 
finished leather than if they had been 
clear. Owing to control measures now 
adopted, 70 per cent of the Canadian 
hides are entirely usable. ‘I'he total 
losses in Ontario have been stated to 
be $5,000,000 a year, and according to 
the pahphlet issued by Publicity and 
Extension Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, “Warble 
Files and their Control in Canada,” it 
is estimated that the losses trom all 
causes (damage to hides, injury to 
cattle from fright and worry, reduc- 
tion of milk production, and wastage 
of beef) attributable to warble flies 
throughout the Deminion ere from 
$7,000,000 ta $14,000,000 annusily and

LARGE ENROLLMENT 
lIN YOUTH TRAINING. 


Youthe Will Enroll This Year in 


Youth Training. 


' 
Young Albertans to the number of 


15,000 are expected to enroll in’ the 
1939 youth training projects to be car- 
ried out this year. ‘I‘he projects are 
the result of a joint agreement _ be- 
‘tween province and dominion, Cost to 
‘each government is estimated at 


| $130, 000— an increase over last year’s 
| costs of $10,000 to each government, 
In addition, the province is expecting | 
to make available another $40,000 for 
forestry training, and the Dominion 
will likely match this amount. 


Last year, the youth training pro- | 


jects were divided into six Classes, 
Class “A” for re-establishment of 
rural youths and girls was carried on 
at 85 provincial centres with a total 
enrollment of 3,523. Class “B" enrol- 
led 60 young foresters. Class ‘«” 
trained 120 home assistants, of whom 
75 have already obtained work. Clas; 
“D" provided trade and _ industrial 
training for 1,051 young boys of whom 
533 were placed. Class “E” provired 
specialized farm training to 99 young 
agrarians, Class “F’ enrolled ° 7,995 
young men and women in the health 
and recreational course. ‘'hese were 
divided into 99 groups in 35 commun- 
ities, and it is expected that the num- 
ber will be increased this year. 

This year an additional class will 
be established, In it, at least 35 fort- 
unate enrollees will obtain training 
in aeronautics, 

Employees of the Alberta govern: 
ment who draw whole or part salaries 
contributed by the Dominion will not 


receive treasury vouchers, as do oth-— 


er civil servants up to 25 per cent of 
their salaries. Purpose of the new 
Move is to protect the government 
from the Dominion taking exception’ 
to any grants being paid out in Alber- 
ta credit. 

Alberta's Maternal Welfare Act, 
which provides for cash allowances 
to needy mothers, is now 
according to Health Minister, Dr W. 
W. Cross. It is expected that between 
$60,600 and $70,00 will be distributed 
this year under the new measure, 
Grants are intended primarily to sup- 
ply necessary food to infants 
their first months of life. Applications
